' ENGLAND. ' 

LoNDO.v, April 2t). — Gliidatone has 
written the following letter to the Oliroo- 
iolu: "It is nut my custom to comment 
on Btatrmontii made by hostile news- 
papers, but having a 'aincera respect for 
the Chronicle, 1 would call attention to 
an allaijation innde by it in a loiidor that 
I have heretofore tau^^ht that heme rule 
in Ireland would bo a souruu of imperial 
danger. 1 will notchallongo proof of an 
aasoriion which waa ^ dpu^tlesa mude in 
good faith, but.it is 9ntirely an error. I 
have alwaya aaked' for' an oxplan;ition 
moanin^; of homo rule, in order to I'.mko 
clear tho question whether or not it 
would be a aourco of danger. We i:iva 
now le'arned the demand of Ireland from 
five-ftixths of her chosen repreaentativos. 
Such liumo rulej in the language of my 
addroiiB of Soptombor last ia a aourco not 
of danger but of strength. The danger, 
if any, lies in refusing it." 

It is stated that some oificora now sta- 
tioned in Ireland, have applied to the 
war office for a tranifer to'India, lest they 
be called upon to serve against the people 
of Ulator. 

The Standard, commenting on the 
atrikoa in tho Unitod States, aays they , 
will strain the rosources of American 
atateamanship, as they have only once 
been tried since tho war of Independ- 
once to keep the oonflfcl 'Withm .'the 
bounds of legality and cohatitiitional [or- 
der, ilupublican mstitutiona are ?lill on 
ihoir trial. It iouka as if this social diOi- 
culty would bocDrao their 8»' tost. 

The Birmingham E'ust .',iiya it undor- 
stands that Mr. Chaniburlain haa given 
notice that he wilt introduce in the house 
of commons un aineiidmeat in opposition 
to tho Iritih land bill. 

GREECE. 
London, April 20.— A statement that 
the Greek army^a.to.,,be diaarmed ia con- 
firmed. The Greek chamber has been 
convoked. The combined fleet of tho 
powers, which had asaombled to coerce 
Greece, has departed suddenly. The 
termination of the probability of war ia 
reneived by all claaeoa with conatorna- 
tion. 

Athens, April 2G.— At a meeting of the 
municipal council to-di.y a resolution was 
adopted wishing C!od speed to tho troops 
and expressing the hope that thoy would 
du honor to their flag in the struggle for 
Greek unity aud freedom. - A.re^olutii^n 
was also adoptod inviting the citizens to 
bid the departing soldiers a hearty fare- 
well. 

The govornniont haa received a friendly 
note from France, in which it is intimated 
that the ultimatum of the French govern- 
ment may bo expected shortly. M. Do- 
Freyciuct has _ writtori^to "Prime Minister 
D'Lyaiinia a'wuring hi'm of the sympathy 
of France and begging him to use hia in- 
fluence to proaervo the peace. 

Noon. — The orders to forward trrops 
to the frontier have been oountecmanded. 
The warlike aspect of the kingdom's af- 
fairs has become more pacific. 

Pauls, April 26 — It ia officially an- 
nounced here that Qrooce, yielding to the 
advjce Irom Pr(ince,.,to. refrain iram war, 
will at once disarm.

'Vienna, April 20. — The official Gazette 
s.tya that the excitement in Galicia ia 
caused by anacrupulous agitators who are 
working on tho superstition of tho poaaan- 
try that tho world will'oome to an end in 
18S8. Two hundred^ 'Croats have been 
made in Galicia in connection with the 
present trouble. ^ ,

Mr. Simpson, of the Royal Geographical 
Society, recently read a paper before the 
Indian section of the Society of Arts on his 
oxperionce on the Afghan frontier.

Tiie. western border of Afghanistan 
tottcbed Persia at Sarak'Q.'" Sariiko, say.s 
Mr. Simpson, was once an important city, 
■ the population, had been exterminated or 
had drifted away, and now it had ahuust 
ceased to exist. What was true of Sarako 
was al.so true of a very oiteuHive rsgion. 
The whole of tho interior of Contral Asia 
north of I'orsia and AfgUauistan had bueu 
tho Hcone of robbery a ad destruction, and 
the reHult was tiiat ilio country had been 
converted into a country of desolation. 
Herat had become famous for its fertility, 
bul it was only be-^auso it had been occu- 
pied and cultivated. 'JLue same might be 
said of . a. region: of.. Watered waste 800 miles 
in length. ' Tfit hadhad railway facilities 
and been cultivated, it might have become 
the garden of the world. Sir Petor Lums- 
deii occupied the chair. lie pointed out 
that tho ItuaHinuH were pushing forward u 
railway that would this spring extend to 
Merv, and by the autumn would reach the 
Oxus. There were no gulfs and few ridges. 
This would bo a road by which a trade 
. could be carried on between .southern 
.. Eurppe^aadfdentral Asia." No dpibt a Very 
large trade would spring up if Rns'sia would 
carry out hoj' .scheme by rcpopulating theao 
regions so as to secure Hie .lud property 
protection, Perhap-s no iuliuonco had beou 
more auceessful in thi.s respect in dealing 
with wild triboB than Ku.i.sia herself. By 
the construction of this railway law and 
order and Eussiaii civilization will be car- 
ried into the very heart of the Asiatic conti- 
. nent, and one of the most fertile regions on 
earth, which has been for centuriea woU- 
Migh deserted, will once more be opened np 
to the iudttBtry.D{ man. . -. . , .
